1969-1970  ANNUAL  REPORT  IN  PICTURES 


Phase  I of  the  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Medical 
Center’s  building  program  is  in  progress  with  completion 
of  six  additional  floors  to  the  Professional  building  and 
construction  under  way  on  two  new  floors  in  the  Jelke 
building.  The  Professional  building  will  accommodate  a 
faculty  club  on  the  sixth  floor,  professional  suites  on 
the  seventh  and  eighth,  the  admissions  and  administrative 
offices  for  Rush  Medical  College  on  the  ninth,  finance  on 
the  tenth  and  data  processing  on  the  eleventh  floor. 


The  addition  of  floors  14  and  15  to  the  Jelke  building  will 
provide  academic  space  for  the  new  college. 


The  completion  of  the  Professional  building  allowed  the 
Finance  Division  to  consolidate  its  facilities  which  had 
previously  been  scattered  throughout  the  Medical  Center 
complex.  The  10th  floor  houses  the  financial  offices 
including  general  and  fund  accounting,  payroll  and  billing 
departments.  A new  computer  operations  center  with 
special  temperature  and  humidity  controls  has  been  built 
on  the  11th  floor.  i 

The  Section  of  Nuclear  Medicine  has  moved  to  new  and 
larger  quarters  on  the  13th  floor  of  the  Jelke-South  Center 
building.  The  facilities  include  a radiopharmacy  which 
produces  fresh  radio-isotopes  daily  for  use  in  the  section’s 
scanning  equipment.  2 

In  December,  the  Renal  and  Nutrition  Section  moved  into 
its  new  research,  educational,  and  patient  care  facilities 
on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Rawson  building.  The  area  was 
remodeled  with  the  help  of  nearly  $500,000  donated  by 
individuals,  foundations,  and  industry.  It  includes 
nutritional  and  metabolic  laboratories,  a physiology  suite 
with  associated  isotope  laboratories,  rooms  for 
immunology,  chromotography,  electromicroscopy  and 
experimental  histology,  and  a unique  set  of  laboratories 
for  ultramicrochemical  studies  on  isolated  cells  and 
fluids  of  the  body.  3 


As  part  of  the  continuing  modernization  program  of 
existing  hospital  facilities,  the  corridors  and  patient  care 
station  of  the  fourth  floor  Pavilion  were  remodeled 
during  the  last  year.  At  the  same  time,  the  splint  room 
located  on  the  same  floor  was  enlarged.  1 

The  emergency  room  area  has  been  expanded  and 
remodeled  to  include  two  operating  rooms  for  minor 
surgery  with  three  surgical  beds,  an  orthopedics 
cast  room,  a gynecology  examining  room,  and  a special 
section  to  care  for  ear,  nose,  and  throat  problems. 

Last  year  the  emergency  room  cared  for  27,707  visits.  2 

A faster,  more  efficient  telephone  service  went  into 
operation  at  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Medical  Center 
in  April  with  the  installation  of  the  Centrex  “Direct-Dial'’ 
service.  All  offices  and  patient  rooms  can  now  be  called 
directly  without  going  through  the  hospital  switchboard 
by  dialing  the  new  telephone  prefix  (942)  plus  the  proper 
extension  number.  The  Medical  Center’s  new  general 
phone  number  is  942-5000.  3 

To  eliminate  pollution  from  the  incineration  of  refuse,  the 
medical  center  has  installed  a MIL-PAC  compactor  in 
the  basement  of  the  Jelke  building.  The  MIL-PAC,  using 
a hammer-mill  grinder  to  pulverize  paper,  glass,  plastic, 
metal  cans  and  other  wet  and  dry  solid  wastes,  compresses 
the  pulverized  material  to  as  little  as  1 /15th  of  its 
original  volume.  4 


A youth  program  established  as  a project  in  preventive 
health  care  at  the  Mile  Square  Health  Center  has  captured 
the  interest  of  some  450  black  youngsters.  Since  1969 
when  it  was  initiated,  the  program  has  flourished  to 
include  not  only  the  original  art  courses,  but  also  tutorial, 
black  history  and  jazz  appreciation  classes,  instruction 
in  personal  hygiene,  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts,  a current  events 
seminar  and  a drug  abuse  program.  The  success  of  the 
program,  according  to  the  youth  workers,  lies  in  its 
emphasis  on  educational,  cultural  and  health  programs 
rather  than  strictly  recreational  activities. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  purchased  the  former 
St.  Patrick’s  Academy  at  2300  West  Washington 
Blvd.  during  the  last  year.  The  four-story  building  will 
be  leased  to  the  Mile  Square  Federation  to  house 
their  offices,  planned  day  care  center,  and  their  youth 
and  community  action  programs.  The  facility  will 
also  provide  office  and  meeting  space  for  other  Mile 
Square  community  organizations. 


Since  1963  the  program  of  endowed  chairs,  first  of  its  kind 
in  a hospital , has  provided  funds  for  the  Jean  Schweppe 
Armour  Chair  of  Neurology,  the  John  W.  and  Helen  H. 
Watzek  Chair  of  Biochemistry,  the  Harriet  Blair  Borland 
Chair  of  Pathology,  the  Richard  B.  Capps  Chair  of 
Hepatology,  the  Josephine  and  Arthur  Dyrenforth  Chair  of 
Gastroenterology,  the  Woman’s  Board  Chair  of 
Pediatrics,  the  Thomas  J.  Coogan  Chair  of  Immunology 
and  the  Elodia  Kehm  Chair  of  Hematology. 

The  Willard  Wood  Endowed  Chair  of  Rheumatology  is 
being  established  in  honor  of  Dr.  Wood,  a Rush  graduate, 
former  Rush  professor  and  recognized  authority  in 
the  field  of  arthritis.  The  chair  will  also  be  recognized  as 
an  endowed  professorship  at  Rush  Medical  College 
as  a tribute  to  Dr.  Wood  who  has  excelled  in  training 
interns  and  residents  in  his  specialty.  Approximately 
50  per  cent  of  the  funds  needed  to  create  the  endowed 
chair  and  to  establish  the  section  of  rheumatology 
within  the  department  of  medicine  have  been  pledged.  1 

An  endowed  chair  in  oncology  is  being  established  for 
Samuel  G.  Taylor  III,  distinguished  medical  educator, 
research  scientist  and  practicing  physician  for  30  years. 
Through  Dr.  Taylor,  the  medical  center  is  committed 
to  training  scientists  and  clinicians  in  the  field  of  cancer 
research  and  management.  More  than  50  per  cent  of  the 
funds  required  for  the  Taylor  Chair  have  been  pledged.  2 

The  recent  retirement  of  Harry  P.  Boysen,  M.D.,  from  his 
position  as  chairman  of  the  division  of  obstetrics  and 
gynecology  has  led  to  the  creation  of  an  endowed  chair 
and  professorship  in  honor  of  his  contribution  to  the 
field  of  women’s  diseases.  John  M.  Simpson,  a hospital 
trustee  and  personal  friend  of  Dr.  Boysen,  donated  $500,000 
to  establish  the  John  M.  Simpson  Chair  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology  “out  of  high  regard”  for  Dr.  Boysen’s 
years  of  leadership  in  the  hospital’s  obstetrical  and 
gynecological  division.  His  gift  was  followed  by  the 
Woman's  Board  donation  of  $40,000  to  initiate  the  Harry  P. 
Boysen  Professorship  in  the  Rush  Medical  College.  3-4 


The  first  occupant  of  the  John  M.  Simpson  Chair  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  is  George  D.  Wilbanks,  M.D., 
who  was  named  chairman  of  the  department  on  July  1. 

He  is  the  former  director  of  the  gynecologic  oncology 
division  at  Duke  Medical  Center,  where  he  was  also 
associate  professor  of  the  department  of  obstetrics 
and  gynecology.  5 

Theodore  B.  Schwartz,  M.D.,  has  been  named  chairman  of 
the  department  of  internal  medicine.  He  will  continue 
as  director  of  the  section  of  endocrinology  and  metabolism, 
a position  he  has  held  since  1955.  Dr.  Schwartz,  the 
author  of  many  clinical  and  research  papers,  is  editor  of 
the  Yearbook  of  Endocrinology  and  a member  of  the 
editorial  board  for  the  Annals  of  Internal  Medicine.  6 

During  the  last  year,  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Medical 
Center  was  the  site  of  a number  of  special  seminars  and 
guest  lectures.  The  Department  of  Biochemistry 
inaugurated  the  First  International  Symposium  on  the 
Biochemical  and  Physiological  Function  of  the  Platelet 
in  October.  It  was  the  first  coordinated  effort  to  understand 
the  role  of  platelets  in  health  and  disease.  Scientists 
from  Denmark,  France,  Norway,  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States  participated.  In  April,  the  Renal  and 
Nutrition  Section  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  held  a 
seminar  to  inaugurate  its  new  facilities.  Highlight  of 
the  meeting  was  the  presentation  of  the  first  Joseph  A. 
Davis  Memorial  Lecture  by  G.A.O.  Alleyne,  M.D., 

M.R.C.P.,  of  the  University  of  the  West  Indies  in  Kingston, 
Jamaica.  The  Department  of  Orthopedics  held  a Winter 
Sports  Symposium  in  November  to  discuss  accident 
prevention  and  treatment  of  sports  injuries  resulting  from 
skiing,  skating,  and  snowmobiling.  7 


The  academic  leaders  of  the  reactivated  Rush  Medical 
College  include  (1)  James  A.  Campbell,  M.D.,  president  of 
the  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Medical  Center;

In  preparation  for  the  reactivation  of  Rush  Medical 
College,  the  alumni  have  held  a series  of  organizational 
and  information  meetings  throughout  the  United  States. 
Alumni  have  met  in  New  York,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco, 
Chicago,  and  Birmingham,  Alabama.  Edwin  H.  Lennette 
’34  has  been  appointed  alumni  chairman  for  California 
and  has  organized  several  meetings  with  the  396  alumni 
living  in  his  area.  Dr.  Lennette  is  chief  of  the  Viral  and 
Rickettsial  Disease  Laboratory  of  the  California  State 
Department  of  Public  Health.  In  New  York,  William  D. 
Sicher  ’40,  coordinator  of  Medical  Education  and  Medical 
Administration  at  Lenox  Hill  Hospital,  is  coordinating 
alumni  activities  on  the  East  Coast.  7 

Nearly  200  alumni  and  their  families  gathered  to  hear 
plans  for  the  reopening  of  their  school  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  Rush  Medical  College 
held  in  June.  Of  the  2,390  living  alumni,  more  than  half 
have  supported  the  alumni  association  in  efforts  toward 
the  reactivation  of  the  school.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Medical  Center  includes 
three  Rush  Alumni:  Frank  B.  Kelly,  Sr.  '20,  R.  Kennedy 
Gilchrist  '31,  and  Robert  M.  Potter  '39.  R.  Gordon  Brown 
'39,  attending  physician  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  was  elected  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  8 


The  Division  of  Nursing  is  continuing  its  program  of 
nursing  education.  Last  year  170  undergraduate  and  7 
graduate  students  from  the  University  of  Illinois  and 
Malcolm  X College  of  the  Chicago  City  College,  received 
clinical  training  within  the  hospital.  The  programs  lead 
to  a baccalaureate  and  associate  arts  degree  in  nursing.  1 

The  Division  of  Nursing  is  training  123  Licensed  Practical 
Nursing  students  in  cooperation  with  the  Chicago  Board 
of  Education.  The  young  students  are  receiving  clinical 
training  in  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynecology.  2 

During  the  last  year,  nearly  1,000  employees  and  staff 
members  were  involved  in  educational  programs  offered 
by  the  hospital.  In  addition  to  undergraduate  and 
post-graduate  medical  education  and  nursing  and  allied 
health  training,  the  hospital  provided  courses  which 
aided  its  employees  in  obtaining  a high  school  diploma  or 
a college  degree.  The  programs  varied  from  on-the-job 
training  to  those  carried  out  in  cooperation  with 
universities,  two  and  four  year  colleges,  high  schools, 
and  the  Chicago  Board  of  Education.  3 

The  Woman’s  Board  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
moved  from  Michigan  Avenue  to  Schweppe-Sprague 
Hall  on  the  Medical  Center  campus  in  November.  From 
their  new  headquarters  the  Board  organized  the  1970 
Fashion  show  and  the  annual  Spring  supplement  to  the 
Chicago  Sun-Times,  PROMISE.  Mrs.  Herbert  C.  DeYoung 
(right),  president,  discusses  the  operations  with 
Mrs.  F.  Richard  Meyer,  III,  president-elect  who  assumed 
office  in  October  1970.  4 
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
